Judge Scheiier found that the 


signature on the note and an inter- 
lineated phrase "to be taken from 
my estate" were in Hatten's hand- 
writing. 
Hatten 
died intestate 


March 30, 1937 at the age of 80. 


Heirs of the estate contested Mrs. 


Monsted's claim on grounds that 
the signature was not Hatten's, that 
Hatten had received no adequate 
consideration in return, and that he 
was incompetent 


The recent trial of the claim con- 


tinued six days during which time 
25 witnesses were heard, among 
them two handwriting experts. One 
held that the signature was not that 
of Hatten's while the other con- 
tended it was. 


Hatten's Signature 


Judge Scheiier in his decision 


found that the signature was Hat- 
ten's. This decision was based 
largely on the testimony of B. H. 
Becker, teller of the First National 
Bank, Oshkosh, who said he "would 
cash Mr. Hatten's check on that 
signature." 


The note was not a gift but "an 


enforcible promise to pay arising 
out of settlement of an. obligation," 
Judge Scheiier found. He said that 
Hatten sought meals, privilege, acts 
of kindness and personal attention 
at the Monsted home where he was 
a frequent visitor. On two occasions 
he had promised ot pay Mrs. Mon- 
sted lor these attentions, Judge 
Scheiier said. 


The court .also found that Hatten 


was competent up to his last brief 
illness. It was pointed out that at 
the time- the note was "given, Jan. 
21,1937, Hatten was signing checks, 
maintaining a'checking account and 
that his word was final in his busi- 
ness. He operated the New London 
Lumber company and the Ingram- 
Bay Lumber company in Alabama. 
Judge Scheiier called attention, to 
some business involving some deeds 
of the southern firm about that 
time and to the $10,000 gift made by 
Hatten to the city of New London 
nine days after the note WES given 
Mrs. Monsted.

Chiefs Dismissal

Madison—The state supreme court 


today had received briefs in the 
legal argument which has kept lo- 
cal politics in the city of Clinton- 
ville agog for the last year, wheth- 
er J. J. Monty, 70 year old veteran 
of 28 years' service, was legally dis- 
charged from his post as chief of 
police in April. 1938. 


The city of Clintonville, through 


the city clerk S. J. Tillcson, and the 
mayor, A. A. Washburn, has ap- 
pealed from a peremptory _ writ of 
mandamus issued by Circuit Judge 
Byron Park last fall requiring the 
city to honor a claim of $125 made 
by Monty for salary as chief of po- 
lice during May of 1938. The judg-, 
ment also awarded Monty damages" 
of $3.33 and costs of $111.88. 


Monty had claimed that the coun- 


cil illegally removed him from his 
position in April when his term had 
not yet expired. He held that the 
city owed him a month's salary for 
liis work during May. 


Chief Dismissed 


Last April 18, at its organization 


meeting, the new mayor and city 
council of Clintonville dismissed 
Monty as chief, and replaced him 
with O. M. Goerlingcr, a member of 
the force. Monty was given lighter 
duties as a school patrolman, and 
his salary was lowered to $100 a 
month. As chief he received $125. 


In its appeal from Judge Park's 


writ, the city argues before the high 
court that prior to the abolition of 
the police and fire commission by 
city ordinance in 1934. Monty held 
office during good behavior. 


"Certainly", the city's 
lawyer 


write, "if the police and fire com- 
mission and pension p_lan were in 
force in the city of Clintonville he 
could have retired under such a 
plan after 28 years of service, but 
the entire plan being wiped out by 
action of the council in 1934. there 
is no longer a police and fire com- 
mission in existence to act. and 
their control is entirely transferred 
to the common council". 


Monty's reply brief declares that 


the ordinance cited by the city did 
not repeal the police and fire com- 
mission, with the result that the 
chief of police in the city continues 
to hold office during good behavior. 


He told the court that no charges 


have ever been brought against him 
or his administration as city police 
head, and that he has never been 
accorded a hearing.

Few people, he said, know or re- 


alize the vast monetary value of 
conservation in the state of Wiscon- 
sin. Eighteen million pounds 
of 


commercial fish, lake trout 
and 


white fish predominating, 
were 


caught last year in Lake Superior. 
Over 5,000.000 pounds of carp and 
sucker were gleaned from inland 


• fisheries amounting to 
approxi- 


mately $2,000.000. From the 1.000.- 
000 acres of water in 
Wisconsin 


there has come 18 pounds of fish per 
acre. 
This does not include fish 


from small streams. 


Catlin, who served cr. the fish and 


game committee while serving in 
the state legislature several years 
ago, said that 30.000 deer were kill- 
ed last year in northern Wisconsin. 
In further illustrating the enormous 
quantities of came he 
mentioned 


that over 1.000.000 ducks. 
500.000 


squirrels. 300.000 cock pheasants, 
800.000 cotton-tail rabbits and 600.- 
000 snowshoe rabbits were killed in 
the state last year. 


Fire Prevention Helps 


These figures are computed an- 


nually in the game census. Catlin 
stated, to determine the trend of 
wild life in the state, that is. the 
increase or decrease in certain types 
of game. There has been a 20 to 25 
per cent increase in white-tailed 
deer in the slate in the last few 
years, he said, and attributed this 
fact to the work of reforestration 
«nd the stopping of forest fires in 
Wisconsin. One hundred acres is the 
largest area to be burned over in 
the last five years. 


Wisconsin at one time was almost 


entirely covered with trees. Catlin 
asserted, and the continual felling 
of trees in the last several genera- 
tions has actually changed the tem- 
perature of water and air causing 
the disappearance of some types of 
fish, primarily brook trout.

Industry Itself Has Hand 


In Minimizing Competition 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—At this time when business—and I think public senti- 


ment generally—is anxious for the government to case oil toward norm- 
alcy in the direction of allowing nature to take its own course, it seems 
fair for government to ask business to indulge in more of the same on 
its own part. 


We go about daily under the illusion that ours is a 


system of free private competition, but the chances 
are that business itself has throttled more competi- 
tion than the government has. I can't prove that, but 
a good deal of evidence pointing to it has been in- 
troduced into the hearings of the temporary national 
economic committee, which is investigating monopo- 
listic practices. 


To cite one circumstance, note the experience of 


Secretary of the Interior Ickes. Now you may be- 
lieve that the Roosevelt administration is interfering j 
with the private competitive system. Without arguing 
that, I think you will recognize that at least when 
the government advertises for competitive bids it 
isn't throttling competition: it is asking for 'competi- 
tion. If the government wants to buy 500 typewriters, 


Raymond Clapperjt invites the various typewriter manufacturers to 
submit bids and is required by law to accept the lowest bid. You can't 
argue that isn't encouraging competition. 


Well, Secretary Ickes reported his experience in asking for competitive 


bids. The period was from June, 1935. to March. 1936, less than a year. 
Many times the bids were found to be identical. In fact that occurred 257 
times, or rather Ickes assembled 
that many cases and there were 
many more not actually traced. 
Sometimes the items were large 
ones, as high as $2.866,000, and 
again they were inexpensive. Once 
he received identical bids of 97 
cents. At times when new bids 
were ordered, the figures would 
again'reappear identical from all 
concerns. Finally when unable to 
obtain competition in prices. Ickes 
began accepting the bid from the 
manufacturer farthest away, on the 
theory that the railroads would get 
a little more out of it—bids being 
for delivered prices.

FORT1' MILLION1 FRENCHMEN ARE 


RIGHT THIS TIME 


The trial of Eugene Weidmann for the 


murder of six persons, including an Amer- 
ican girl, in France, lost much of its 
flashing interest because the accused did 
not put up a fight. A great disappoint- 
ment to his counsel and the spectators, 
he admitted everything. 


But the procedure employed indicates 


that however far 
behind 
America the 


French may be in many respects they are 
far ahead of us in permitting a criminal 
to be accused in one indictment of all of- 
fenses supported by evidence 
and 
for 


which he has not theretofore been con- 
victed. 


Proof of the correctness of the French 


theory was borne out some years ago in 
the trial of Henri Landru, a veritable 
foluebeard, who did away with ten wom- 
en, ar.d denied it with his last breath. 
Had Lsadru been living in America he 
rdght still be dueling with our crim- 
inal procedure but from the safe en- 
vironineat of liberty. 


Landru employed the most cunning 


foresight to remove all traces of his vic- 
tims as soon as he had pocketed their 
money. Had he been tried merely for 
killing one. probably no jury would have 
convicted him. Then, 
facing 
another 


jury wholly unacquainted with the testi- 
mony in the first case, he might have 
escaped in the second and so on. And yet 
adding all the testimony in the ten cases 
together he was literally smothered with 
evidence, and to such an extent that-the 
guillotine was prescribed as the only ade- 
quate medicine for his disease. Finding 
the ring of his first victim in an ash pile 
beside his house "might .reasonably have 
been considered by a careful jury as mere- 
ly an unexplainable incident even if she 
was last seen alive entering his villa. 
But when a breastpin was discovered be- 
longing to his second victim, a rosary to 
his third, and so on, and each of the ten 
was traced to the same spot and none of 
the ten was ever seen again, what might 
be considered fragments insufficient for 
a verdict by one jury, when added togeth- 
er made in fact practically an undeniable 
story of cold and ghastly crime. 


Our nearest approach to the French 


system occurred in the trial of Arsenic 
Anna Hahn who went to the chair leav- 
ing a confession of the crimes she had 
denied while hope remained.

of several murders was permitted there 
upon the thin and rather stretched out 
ground that her. particular crimes were 
part of one scheme or plan with only suf- 
ficient intervening time elasping between 
one killing and the next as may have been 
required by circumstances. As yet we 
have in most states no rule to permit the 
prosecutor to show that an accused per- 
son's life has been practically devoted to

Lime is not 
a plant food and at best its use 
neutralizes the acidity of lawn soil 
or makes a neutral soil alkaline. 
Since alkalinity encourages weed 
growths, it is best to omit lime. 


Even a lawn which has become 


pretty spotty can be reclaimed at 
little expense. The first essential is 
resecding the bad patches. This 
can be done by lightly scratching 
the surface of bare spots with a 
rake after which the spots are 
seeded with a lawn seed mixture of 
good grade. No attempts of this 
kind should be made if the soil is 
wet: wait until it drys out. After 
sowing, the seeds should receive' 


n halflnch layer of peat moss. Most 
lawns arc improved by covering 
the entire area with this recom- 
mended layer. It adds humus to the 
soil, retains water and provides 
shade for new grass plants. 


After rcseeding and applying the 


top-dressing, apply ten pounds of 
a high nitrogen content fertilizer 
to each 1.000 square feet of lawn 
area. Spread this as evenly as pos- 
sible, then water it in thoroughly 
'at once. If snow remains on the 
ground the fertilizer can be ap- 
plied on top the snow and it will 
be distributed to the grass roots 
as melting proceeds.

VII—STARFISH 


The Starfish might be called "a 


walking stomach." It is little more 
than a stomach with arms arounc 
it. 


The common starfish has five 


arms, and each a-ni has dozens oi 
short tubes on the underside. These 
short tubes are known as "feet. 


There is nothing about a star- 


fish to give us R30d reason to say 
it has a "head." Yet there is a 
circle ot nerve cells in the body 
above the stomach, and 
other 


nerve cells stretch out in 
lines 


through the arms. Because of these 
nerve cells, the star fish can feel its 
way. 


At the tip of each arm is a so- 


called "eye-spot'- 
The eye-spots 


are not real eyes, but they seem to 
tell the animal whether it is in 
dim light, bright 
light or total 


darkness. 


Many kinds of starfish 
spend 


their time in shallow water, and 
may be picked up at low tide. 
Other kinds go about the sea bot- 
tom at depths of 2,000 feet 
or 
more. 


Starfish like to ert oysters, and 


are experts at opening them up. 
With its tube-like feet, a starfish 
takes hold of both sides of. the oy- 
ster shell and pulls. 
The oyster 


has stronger musrjes than its en- 
emy, but cannot keep the mus- 
cles at work so loii£. The starfish 
works until at last the shell comes 
open. 
Then it pushes the 
walls, 


of its stomach through its mouth 
until the stomach covers the fleshy 
part of the oys»»r 
That means 


the end of the ovster. 


Starfish have imny forms. Their 


arms may be wide or narrow, long 
or short. Some of them, when full 
grown, are less than, three inches 
wide from one arm-tip to an arm- 
tip on the oppos ie side. 
Others 


measuie from 24 Jo 35 inches from 
tip to tip of the arms. 


Men who tak? care 
of oyster 


beds do not like starfish, and de- 
stroy them when they can. In past 
times, they were in the custom of 
pulling a starfish to pieces 
and 


tossing the pieces in the 
water. 


Then along come scientists to prove 
that the arms dft^n grew into new 
starfish! 
If an arm is pulled off 


with a piece of the central body, 
it is likely to grow four new arms. 


A starfish whir:- is robbed of an 


arm may grow an arm in place 
of the one lost. Thp starfish known 
as "brittle-stars" are 
noted 
be- 


cause their arms can be pulled off 
so easily. 


Although the a-rns of most star- 


fish number five there are kinds 
which have many more. One kind, 
the sunstar, has many arms, usual- 
ly a dozen. It is common in the 
Arctic ocean. Starfish with from 
20 to 40 arms havp been reported.

New York—Some copy-desks have a rule against mention of the Daily 


Worker, the bacterium of the Stalin, or Moscow type of nari-fascism. In 
such shops it is felt that good taste and decency forbid, and there is a 
reluctance to advertise an anti-American political malady. Similarly, It 
were evasive and squeamish to refer to the Daily Worker merely as the 
organ of the Stalin nazi-fascists in this country and 
waggish to call it the daily loafer or the Moscow beo- 
bachtcr, as it is also known. The subject is not one for 
waggery. Just as some things are too sacred for that, 
so others arc too vile. 


With this preamble, I refer to the recent expose of 


the Daily Worker's unguarded admission that opin- 
ion contrary to the Moscow editorial policy is ex- 
cluded from its pages, even as paid advertisements, 
and its equally embarrassing request for ads for the 
A. & P. grocery stores which the Worker had de- 
nounced as robbers, preying on its readers. 


It may be recalled that the Moscovites held carni- 


val at the expense of certain American papers which 
had refused to accept libelous advertising copy for 
Peeler 


a certain book until the libel was corrected. This refusal was based on 
two grounds. First, the paper would have been financially responsible i 
for the libel, and second, decent journalism avoids false and scurrilous 
remarks about the neighbors. 


That contrary opinion is consistently suppressed in the free American 
press is the constant charge of the 
Moscovites in New York and Wash- 
ington, and of the anti-American 
bunds of. German and Italian nazi- 
fascists, too. 


In this case, the Worker, un- 


known to its readers, solicited as a 
paid advertisement, a statement by 
the A. & P. stores of the arguments 
against the proposed law to abol- 
ish chain stores. The business was 
duly awarded to the Worker and 
was then rejected because it con- 
flicted with the Worker's editorial 
views on chain stores. These views 
held chain stores to be robbers, ex- 
ploiting and bleeding producer and 
consumer. 
"More Than Happy" To

Hoxvever. the letter of rejection 


said, the Worker was always "more 
than happy" to run the regular ad- 
vertising of bargains in groceries, 
by which this robber victimized 
the people, and boasted of its abil- 
ity to accelerate the robber's vici- 
ous exploitation of its readers. 


This much was revealed in a re- 


cent number of these dispatches 
and the Daily Worker, confronted 
with
